slipped by Hegra’s guns yesterday | 
by a ruse and reached the Swedish 
border, about 50 miles from Trond- 
heim.

$86,000 the Total Cost 

The Bulletin, it appears, was in error 
in stating that it would be necessary to 
construct an additional sedimentation 
basin as part of the proposed water-soft- 
ening plant for Edmonton.

trade area from which they drew supplies and 
to which they sold manufactured goods. Since 
the present German Government got in control 
that trading has been carried on by the totali- 
tarian method, that is to say, the State has con- 
trolled it and directed it. 

The new British corporation will operate in 
much the same way, excepting that it will co- 
operate with existing trading concerns instead 
of taking them over. It will sell in the Balkans 
at lower prices than the Germans can hope to do 
and thereby cut down Nazi means of payment. 
And it will buy Balkan goods at a higher price 
than the Reich can pay and thereby cut down 
the quantity of supplies Germany can obtain. 

It is, of course, expensive, but Britain can 
afford it better than Germany because the rest 
of Britain's trade is not seriously disturbed and 
its raw materials are unlimited. It means a 
prosperous time in the Balkans, although accom- 
panied by great risks.
